The  birth  rate  was  well  maintained  and  there  is  no  appreciable 
change  in  the  death  rate.

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SCAVENGING 


Public  scavenging  is  in  operation  throughout  the  whole  district,  with 
the  exception  of  the  emptying  of  cesspools. 


DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

Refuse  is  wholly  disposed  by  controlled  tipping.  The  total  cost  of 
collection  and  disposal  for  year  ending  March  1951  was  £3,162. 


LATER  SUPPLY 

The  source  of  supply  is  Barnsley  County  Borough  Council  and  the  supply 
is  distributed  by  the  Cudworth  Urban  District  Council.  All  dwellinghouses 
have  a water  supply,  in  each  case  carried  into  the  house  from  the  Council’s 
Later  Mains. 

The  total  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  is  2,403  being  an 
increase  of  46  over  the  year  1949.  No  complaint  was  made  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  1950  on  the  quality  or  quantity  of  the  water  supplied. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  milk  samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
submission  to  the  Public  Analyst  was  20.  None  of  the  samples  were  found 
to  be  adulterated. 

The  number  of  registered  retail  milk  sellers  is  15.  Two  retailers 
hold  supplementary  licences  to  use  the  expression  ’Tuberculin  Tested'. 

Three  retailers  hold  supplementary  licences  to  use  the  expression, 
'Pasteurised*.  Nine  retailers  hold  'Dealers  Licences'  to  retail  sterilised 
milk. 


ICE  CREAM 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Council's  district.  There  are 
12  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938  for 
the  storage  for  sale  of  ice  cream. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

There  are  4 annually  licensed  slaughterhouses.  All  have  remained 
closed  by  statute  during  1950.  Two  of  the  slaughterhouses  could  be 
regarded  as  unsatisfactory,  either  as  regards  structure,  position  or  in 
other  respects. 

There  were  29  visits  to  food  preparing  premises  during  1950  and 
approximately  244  lb  of  foodstuffs  were  destroyed  as  being  unsound. 
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OTHER  POODS 


There  are  8 Bakehouses  in  the  Council's  district  and  14  visits  were 
made  during  the  year  1950.  In  one  case  objection  was  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  at  the  mannar  in  which  rationed  and  unrationed  foods  were  being 
stored  in  a cellar.  Suggestions  for  improvement  were  carried  out  to 
certain  walls  and  ceiling  surfaces  at  no  small  cost  to  the  occupier  of  the 
premises. 

There  are  11  Pish  Prying  premises  in  the  area  and  14  visits  were  made 
during  1950.  No  serious  complaints  were  made,  other  than  where  lime-washing 
of  walls  and  ceilings  appeared  to  be  overdue. 

SHOPS  ACT  1934 

One  shop  was  found  to  be  somewhat  deficient  in  heating  arrangements, 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  a modern  gas  fired  radiator  had  been  provided 
for  the  use  of  the  sole  employee. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

Throughout  the  year  the  Miners'  Welfare  Park  swimpool  remained  closed.

It 
felt  that  the  time  would  shortly  arrive  when  the  principal  Act  would  be 
amended  to  meet  public  demand  for  a better  measure  regarding  Food  and  Drugs. 


MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  is  a mortuary  in  the  Council's  Depot  for  the  reception  of  bodies 
and  the  conduct  of  Post  Mortem  examinations.

Acting  upon  an  instruction  of  the  Council's  Housing  Committee  in 
January  and  February  1950  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  an  internal  and 
external  examination  of  all  post  war  Council  houses  and  presented  a report 
thereafter  on  the  unreasonable  wear  and  tear  and  the  misuse  or  neglect  by 
the  tenants  occupying  the  houses.
